Seeds  of  all  kinds  are  scarce  this  season  and 
higher  in  price  than  for  several  years,  some 
things  dearer  than  were  ever  known  before. 
Seed  corn  especially  is  scarcer  than  it  has  been 
for  many  years.  There  will  be  but  a small 
amount  to  be  had  that  will  be  adapted  to  this 
locality.  We  will  have  to  plant  mostly  western 
corn,  under  these  conditions  the  person  who  has 
a silo  is  fortunate.  I will  try  and  get  the  best 
varieties  and  best  per  cent  of  germination  quali- 
ties to  be  obtained.  I expect  to  have  some  White 
Cap  Dent  and  Early  Pride  of  the  North  and  some 
mixed  western  corn.  I cannot  guarantee  prices 
on  any  variety  of  seeds  to  remain  as  quoted,  but 
will  sell  as  low  as  possible.  We  have  a choice 
lot  of  Montana  grown  alfalfa  seed;  I cannot  fur- 
nish inoculating  bacteria  for  it,  but  will  furnish 
bacteria  for  Pine  Tree  and  Globe  brand  Alfalfa 
in  quantities  of  30  pounds  or  more.  For  perma- 
nent pasture  Orchard  Grass  and  Bromis  Inermis 
will  last  for  many  years  and  furnish  feed  early 
in  the  spring.
